Heathen Prince judged it 'the beſt policy to en- 
gage his Gods on his fide, and to expoſe 1/rael 
to a Prophetick Curſe: The World then was too 
innoceut to entertain ſuch deviliſh proje&s. Royal 
"Minds ſcorn ſuch mean Arts of ſubduing their 
Adverſaries. The Afſaſ/inatinz Invention owes its 
Original to latter, and more Brutiſh Ages; the 
name and thing are derived from the barbarous 
Saracens, among whom there is a Bloody Set called 
Aſſaſſini, living under a Senior , or Ruler, whom they 
honour as « Prophet, by whom they are ſent forth t0 
murther ſuch Princes as favour them not, promiſmg 
themſelves. the reward of Immortality by him in all 
things, though with. the loſs of their *Leves, They 
are Mahometans by profeſſion, and one would be 
apt to think no other but a Mehometar were capa= 
ble of ſuch Villany. Our Noble King Edward the 
firſt, when 'he wasat Acorn, was dangerouſly woun- 
ded by an  Aſſaſize, * and had undoubtedly died of 
the Wound which' the Saracez had given him with 
a poiſoned Knife, had not Queen Eleanor, of im- 
mortal memory, ſucked out the poiſon with: .her 
Tongue, when no Medicine could-extraCt it. She | 
licked his rankling Wounds, whereby they petfeCt- ! 
ly. cloſed, .and yet her ſelf received no hartn. : 
— The Spirit of this Barbarous 'Sect is ſince en- 
ter'd into the Jeſuirs, and other Popiſh Orders, -who 
have by their Writings, and Actions proved them- 
felves the genuiae Off-ſpring of the Mahon tan 
| | Aſfaſſines. 
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Aſſaſſines. Henry the 3d. of Fraxce, and his Succe!- 
ſor, Henry the 4th. a great Prince, both fell by baſe 
aſlaſfinating. One would think the preſent Freach 
King, whoſe Grand father was ſtabbed by Ravarllac, 
ſhould above all Men abhor Aſſaſſinations, eſpe- 
cially towards a Prince who expoles his Perſon to 
the utmoſt hazards of Battle ; but we have have 
ſtrong Preſumptions that the deſign upon King 
William's Life was carried on with his Knowledge 
and Approbation, nor could the late King be igno- 
rant of it, or Ic{s innocent than his mz2ghty Guardzar : 
For the Succeſs of the intended Invaſion depended 
upon the taking away of the Kings Life. The 
Army at Calais, under the ConduQ of Monſieur Bou- 
flers, and. K, F. waited only for the welcome 
news of the King's Death, to give Life to all their 
motions: The diſcovery of the Plot broke all 
their meaſures, and ſpoil'd the i»fallible defien. The 
French King's Ambaſſadours at the Courts of Sweders 
and Portugal, and in ſome other Courts of Exrope, 
gave ſufficient hints of ' their knowledge of ir. 
Beſides, 

Grandval, who was Exccuted in Argus, 1692. 
in Flanders, for being in Conſpiracy to aſſaſſinate 
King William, confeſſed that he was put on by Mox- 
ſreur Barbeſieux, the French King's Secretary, who 
promiſed he ſhould be made a Conzt, and by the 
late K, F. of whom he had Audience in Preſence 
of his Queen, and was aſſured by him he ſhould 
aever wart, provided he did lis work effteQually. 

They who have been concerned in a delign a- 
gainſt the King's Life, may be juſtly ſu{peted to 
| have a hand in the late Conſpiracy, which was 
undertaken in favour of them borh, and who were 
like to be the Principal,if not only gainers by ir.

King David often recognizeth the divine Good- 

neſs in delivering him from his frog Enemies, even 

Pr. 18. 17,204 When they were roo ſtrong for him. They 

112, 12, compaſſed him about like Bees, and were quenched as the 

fire of Thorns. When he was ſurrounded with 

the ſnares of Death, God made a way of eſcape 

for him. When good King Fehoſhaphat was incloſed 

2 Chro, 18, by the Sjrian Army, he cried out unio God, aud he 
ie helped him, and moved them to depart from him. 

King Rzichard the firſt, who was hunting careleſs- 

ly near Joppa, with a few of his Nobles aboant 
him, was ſurprized by a company of Turks, who 
lay in Ambuihment for him, and had inevitably 
fallen into thetr Hands, had not one of the Com- 
wa!ſh.hypod, PAY , Milliam de Pratellis, eried out in the Turkiſh 
neult;, p. 454» Language, That he was the King, which the Turks 
believing, carried him away in Iriumph, and neg- 
Iced the reſt, whereby King Richard had his op- 
portunity of eſcaping their Hands, and returned 
ſafe to his own. ” 

AJl Hiſtories are full of Inſtances of a particular 
vigilancy of Providence over Princzs, but no Age 
hath afforded more pregnant ones than thoſe that 
concern the Perſon of our WWaſtrions King William. 
A Nartative of all the remarkable deliverances of 
his Life, would fill upa juſt Volumn. 

He appears to be the Favourite of Heaven, the 
peculiar Charge of Angels, the facred Treaſure of 
Providence, whom no Sacrilegious Hands can 
touch. 

None can be more converſant with dangers, 
none more ſecure in the midſt of them: He 
walks wichout fear iz the Valley of the Shadow of Death, 

he

he paſſes untouched through the midſt of the E- 
nemy's Fire, guarded by inviſible Powers, as the 
three young Men in the Fiery Furnace ; he ad- 
vanceth with an Herozck Conrage before the Mouths 
of roaring Canons, thoſe Artificial Vulcano's, that 
vomit. out Fire and Smoak, and flying Globes, the 
irreſiſtible Meſſengers of a terrible and preſenc 
death. | 

His truſt is in the name of the Lord, which is 
a ſtrong Tower, a Shield of defence, and a ſure Re- 
fuge, which no adverſe Power is able to penetrate. 
He believes that every Bullet has its Commiſſion , and 
is directed by unerring Providence. This is not to 
aſcribe events to a Turkiſh Fate, as his Enemies have 
invidiouſlly and baſely traduced him, but an catire

dependance upon the Divine Will , to whoſe 


Conduct the moſt fortuitous Events ought to be a- 
ſcribed. 
How wonderfully has God preſerved him 
at the Boy, ! A Canon-Ball gently ſalutes him, 
to give him a /erfible Impreſs of his mortal ſtate, and 
of his immortal Obligations to his Almighty Pre- 
ſerver. In PFlazders another Canon-Bullet diſchar- 
es its Fury againſt a Tree, where the King had 
Foan a oy Minutes before. At the Siege 
of Namur, ſome fall at his Right-hand, ſome at his 
Left, while himſelf ftands as an impregnable Mo- 
nument of Divine Power and Goodneſs. 


The Lord hath delivered him in fix Troubles, yea in Job 519. 


ſeven no evil hath tonched him. Eliphaz reckons it 
among the Priviledges of a good Man, that he 
ſhall be in Leazue with the Ftones of the field, that is, 
he ſhall be preſerved irom every hurtful thing. Stones

one of his Men (for he was Governour of the = 
place) was ſtruck oft with a great ſtone, and was 
carried three Furlongs diſtance with the violence 
of it. He adds, that a Big-bellied Woman was ſhot 
in the Bclly, and the ſhattered Infant driven half a 
Furlong with the force of another Stone. 

Theu (halt be in League with the Hones of the Field, 15 
as much as it he had ſaid, Vo Weapon farmed againſt 
thee ſhall proſper, one Species of Warlike Inſtruments 
being put for all the reſt, , 

King William may be ſaid to be iz League with 
Guns and PiFols, with Swords and Pikes; he daſhes 
#0t his foot againſt 4 Stone, but walks lecurely amidit 
the greateſt, and {cemingly in{uperable dangers. 

All this is owing to the Protection of Heaven, 
which attends all his Noble and Hazardous Under- 
takings. _ 

He is raiſed by a ſingular Providence to be a De- 
livirer of opprefled Nations, and eminently ſhares 
in the Bleſſings he derives upon others by the di- 
{tinguiſhing Deliverances which the Divine Favour 
hath wrought for him. The Kyng trufteth in the 
Lord, and through the Mercy of the Moſt High, be (ball 
z0t be moved. | 

I ſhall give two Reaſons for the Confirmation of 
the Truth before us, to- wit, That there 7s a particular 
Providence which guards the Perſons of Princes, eſpecial- 
ly good Princes.

The firſt reaſon is taken from their wear re- 
lation unto God, Princes are Terreſtrial Gods, they 
partake in ſome meaſure of the Divine perfeCtions, 
are illuſtrated with ſome Beams of the excellent Glo- 
ry ; their perſons are Sacred, and have viſible Cha- 
raters of Majeſty upon them.

For this reaſon Princes are called Gods, P/. 82.

They are ho- 
nourable Mzizifters of the Eternal King, deputed by 
him, and entruſted with the Government of this 
Lower World. Hence Subjects are required to Ho- 
nour them next unto God, to obey them 1n the Lord, 
Feay God, Honour the Kzng : And in another place, 
Thou ſh.lt not revile the Gods, nor Curſe the Ruler of thy £*99-22. 28. 
People. Sometimes we Tranſlate the Word Eloher, 
Judges, as in Exod.

Wiſe, eſlentially and immurably Good. His excel- 


leat Hi/dom ſecures him from ali poſbility of erring 
or miſtaking ; his tranſcendent Gooapeſs trom all pol- 
ſibility of abuſing his Power to the hurt of any. But 
this cannot be ſaid of any created Being, much 
leſs of Man, who is miſerably degenerated from his 
Original Purity and PerfeQion. The wi/eſ# of Men 
know but in part, the be/f of Men are imperfedtly 
g00d. It was Man's firit Apoſtacy from God to co- 
vet zo be as Goas, ſupreme and abſolute. By aſpiring 
too high, and invading the Prerogatives of his Ma- 
ker, he fell below himſelf, and became /:ke the Beaſts 
that periſh. 'The moſt abſolute of Princes are the 
moſt brutiſh of Men, they Tyrannize over their e- 
maſculated Subjes, and with an Appetite worſe 
than brutiſh, devour thoſe of their own kind. 
None aſpires more to Abſoluteneſs than zhe Prince 
of the power of the Air, who boldly uſurps the Divine 
Properties, aſſumes the incommunicable Attributes 
of the Infinite Being, and exerciſeth a Tyrannical 


Dominion over a great part of the finful World, to 


the ruin and deſtruction of Mankind. He is there- 
tore called Apoliyon, or the Deſtroyer. 

They that aſſume the ſame Power, imploy it for 
the ſame Ends, and entitle themſelves to the ſame 
Name ; only they have this diſadyantage of him, 


that

that they are not Immortal as he is; theſe Infernal 


Gods ſhall dye like Men, and they rarely dye the 
common Death of other Men. They forfeit the 
divine Protection, and periſh in their own Iniquity. 


Wilt thou yet ſay before him that ſlayeth thee, T am God, x:e.8. 25. 


but thou ſhalt be a Man and no God in the Hand of him 
that flayeth thee. | 
But good Princes account it their greateſt Happi- 
neſs to reſemble the Divine Goodneſs to make the 
Eftabliſhed Laws the Rule of Government, and to 
dire& all their Adtions to the publick Good. They 
have no Intereſt of their own, diſtin&t from their 
Subjects; they are Parhers of their Country, and 
naturally care for it ; they are Heads of the Political 
Body, and derive Life and V1gour to all the Members 


of it, a it be ſome gangren'd parts,which ſhould 
t, leſt the whole be infected, and c— 


be cut 0 
ed by them. While proud Tyrants affe& to be like 
the moſt Hizh, it's the only Ambition of Pious Princes 
to be like the »9/# Holy. They know themſelves to 
be but Mea, and that it 1s their Intereſt to be under 
the protection of Heaven, which is never wantinz 


to them. The Lord delivered me, ſaith King David, 9.18. 19, 29. 


becauſe he delighted in me ; the Lord rewarded me accord- 
ing to my Riohteouſneſs, according to the cleanneſs of 
my Hands hath he recompenſed me. 

2, There 1s a particular providence which guards 
the perſons of good Princes, becauſe 7hey are publick 
Bleſſings to the World, This World cannot ſubſiſt 
without the Benefit of Goverament. The Life of all 
Societies 1s their Order and Subordination to Law- 
ful Rule. The beſt part of Mankind would 
ſoon be ſwallowed up by the worlſer part, were it 
not for the reſtraint of Humane Laws, which have 
a greater Influence upon them than the Laws of

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God ; and the ſurviving part would afterwards de- 
{troy each other by mutual depredations , did not 
the Laws {ct Bounds to the Brutal Appetites of un- 
reaſonable Men.

before Eppliſh Liberty; to preter the Common 
Enemy of Exrope, before the Generous Aſſcrtor of 
it's juſt Rights ; Would you think it, that any Per-
